Have you ever wondered just what kind 
of a community this would be without 
these agencies?

VULNERABILITY 
Every country has its particular kind of 
strength or it would not exist at all. Politicians 
have a way of limiting their discussions to 
strength which sounds good to the multitude but 
which, if accepted without criticism, can lead to 
disaster. The critic is never too popular in a period 
of inflation, both of money and the ego. because 
he annoys, he irritates, he even frightens those 
who dare not face tomorrow. 
| Senator Harry F. Byrd has for years been 
calling attention to the dangerous tax load that 
the American people must carry. At the end of 
last year, the debt load amounted to:

“This is an increase of $200 billion, or about 
33 per cent, in 4 years. 
"W ith only temporary exceptions to the rule, 
Federal expenditures have been constantly rising, 
and in recent years—since 1954—the greatest in­ 
creases have been in strictly domestic-civilian 
programs; not military and foreign aid. State and 
local governments have been following suit. Com­ 
bined Federal, state, and local expenditures from 
tax revenue, miscellaneous receipts, and borrow ­ 
ing are running to a total of more than $132 bil­ 
lion annually.*’ 
In addition to the $275.000.000.000 of Federal 
debt, there are an additional $250,000.000,000 of 
contingent liabilities which may become an actual 
charge on the Treasury under certain circum­ 
stances In a word, the citizen faces the prospect 
and possibility that his government's indebtedness 
could amount to $525,000,000,000, according to 
Senator ByTd. 
At the same time that this indebtedness has 
been developing, consumers' prices have been 
steadily marching upward since 1940. Consumers’ 
prices have increased by more than 1 0 0 per cent 
since 1939 and the dollar has declined by more 
than 50 per cent and the loss is continuing 
Considering the vulnerability of the United 
States, this inflationary’ condition can be devastat­ 
ing if it continues to grow worse. To ignore it is 
criminal. To take the wrong steps to end it be­ 
cause the right steps are politically embarrassing 
is outrageously cowardly. To tell the people not 
to buy what they need and to postpone buying 
what they want while the government continues 
to be profligatively wasteful is hypocritical. 
The first step to economic sanity must be the 
release of the American people from the war 
budget which continues to afflict us. Are we at 
war? That question must be answered at the polls 
sooner or later because if we are not at war, we 
need not continue to pay war-time taxes; if we 
are at war, how- can w e subsidize enemy or neu­ 
tral countries? The Eisenhower Administration 
has great difficulty realizing that the course of 
history does not wait nor is it made in any one 
country. 
More and more, it is the interplay of universal 
force* which starting in one area influence all the 
world. For instance, what we see in China today 
started during the Taiping Rebellion (1850-1864) 
and is a reflex of the first impact of Western 
Christianity upon the Chinese mind. Its end re­ 
sult is the curious brand of Marxism which be­ 
came the philosophy of the rationalistic, prag­ 
matic Mao Tze-tung who studied philosophy with 
John Dewey's pupil, Hu Shih, at Peking Univer­ 
sity. 
When we deal with vulnerabilities, we must 
note that while our economy is becoming danger­ 
ously inflated and our people are suffering from 
political apathy, our educational system is not 
»reducing the inquiring intelligence necessary to 
ive in our hard world. Henry L. Roberts makes 
the point: 
. , It is chastening but useful to realize 
that virtually every new weapon of the Second 
World W ar was the outgrowth of European, not 
American, thinking. To be sure, we have dis­ 
played our customary ability in organizing, apply­ 
ing and mass-producing the products of this 
thinking, but a roster of the personnel connected 
not only with the M anhattan Project but with 
the subsequent development of the thermonuclear 
weapons will show the extent of our dependence 
upon foreign scientific thought and theory’, . . 
Yet we have had universal compulsory educa­ 
tion for a century and we have a greater high 
school and college registration than any’ country. 
Where have we gone wrong? Are we so hard 
headed and practical that we fail in the realm of 
theory upon which all science is based? Are we 
so busy counting with machines that we do not 
produce mathematicians? These questions con 
eem our survival.

We live in an economy of abundance, and 
perhaps we would be fools not to play to 
the hilt the role of the free-spending con­ 
sumer. AH the same, it might be a good 
thing if more people would take enough 
time out from their spending to think the 
matter through. 
Personal income in the United States is 
higher than it has ever been before, higher 
than ever in the history of any large popu­ 
lation anywhere. There is no harm in our

It is difficult for many people to realize what 
a terrible toll in lllne»» and death wa* taken by 
some contagious disease*. Certainly our better 
chances for long life are due greatly to the fact 
that many of these diseases have become rare. 
One reason for the conquest of these infections 
is the development and use of preventive vaccina 
tions or inoculations. 
TODAY, IN North America, most children are 
given their first protective vaccinations early in 
life. But they have to be followed up by booster 
immunizations later on to keep up resistance. 
Today it is customary to give injections within 
the first few weeks of life, or certainly the first 
few months. The diseases concerned are diph 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus or lockjaw’ 
In many instances these injections can be given 
in combined form against two or even three of 
these diseases. 
An infant has some natural immunity to 
smallpox at birth so that vaccination against 
smallpox Is often given a little later. 
INOCULATIONS should be repeated in later 
year* of childhood and even in adult life, under 
certain circumstances, if one would keep resistant. 
Fortunately, the regulations of schools, summer 
camps and the like frequently serve as reminders 
of tne need. 
Although these protective vaccinations are the 
most common or at least have been—there are 
others which are desirable. 'Die most recent addi­ 
tion is polio vaccination. I believe that today this 
should also be given routinely to children at the 
proper age.

typhoid fever, a germ disease usually contracted 
from contaminated fluids or food. If a person is 
going to some part of the world where the sanita­ 
tion is poor, inoculation against typhoid and 
possibly other diseases may be desirable. Under 
special circumstances, one ma> also need protec­ 
tive inoculations against yellow fever, cholera, 
typhus, Rocky Mountain spotted fever and others. 
The advice of the physician who takes care of 
the child from birth should be followed when it 
comes to giving protective inoculations Physicians 
do noi ail handle the situation exactly alike.

The monsignor, who is also Ro­ 
man Catholic dean of Ulster and 
Sullivan counties, told The F ree­ 
man he was "very much pleased" 
at the expression of loyalty of the 
Kingston police to their chief and 
high command. 
Has Serv ed 3 7 Years 
At 
a 
meeting 
last 
Thursday 
night, 
the 
Kingston 
Patrolm en’s 
Association 
struck 
at 
"unw ar­ 
ranted 
critiesim" 
of 
Chief 
Van 
Burean 
for 
laxity, 
and 
pointed 
out that he had served the city 
diligently for the past 37 years. 
The 
laxity charge of the 
chief 
and high command came from the 
grand jury probing police irregu 
larities. 
Msgr.* Drury 
termed 
criticism 
of Chief Van Buren "illogical and 
unjustifiable." noting that the New 
York City Police Department — 
"p robably the best supervised po 
lice organization in the country’’— 
has produced irregularities "from 
time to tim e," but the high com­ 
mand 
of

was 
never held responsible for those 
defections.

Drury’s letter follows: 
"I w as very m uch p leased to 
read in your p ap er of O ctober 4 
the exp ression of loyalty of the 
Kingston police to their Chief 
and high com m and.

This profession of 
loyalty on the p art of the police 
to th e ir Chief p roves that the 
m orale is high.
